What is a copyright? 


Copyright — the right to copy — means 
that an owner is the only person who 
may copy his work or permit someone 
else to do so. Copying includes pub- 
lishing, producing, reproducing and 
performing. 


To what does copyright apply? 


Copyright applies to all original literary, 
dramatic, musical and artistic works 
including, among others, books, writ- 
ings, musical works, sculpture, paint- 
ings, photographs, motion picture films, 
dictionaries and encyclopedias. Copy- 
right also applies to mechanical con- 
trivances such as records, cassettes 

and tapes. 


Who owns the copyright? 


The author owns the copyright in his 
work unless he was hired or employed 
by some other person to create the 
work in which case the employer is 
the owner. 


How do I obtain copyright? 


Copyright in Canada is automatically 

acquired upon creation of an original 

work providing that, at the time the 

work was made, the author was: 

(a) a Canadian citizen and/or a British 
subject, or 

(b) resident within Her Majesty’s 
dominions, or 

(c) acitizen or subject of a country 
belonging to the Berne Copyright 
Convention, or 

(d) acitizen or subject of a country 
belonging to the Universal Copy- 
right Convention or which grants 
by treaty, convention, agreement 
or law to citizens of Canada the 
benefits of its copyright statute 
on substantially the same basis as 
to its own citizens. 


Does that mean I don’t have to do 
anything to be protected? 


Nothing needs to be done to get basic 
protection, but you may apply for 
voluntary registration. 


Is registration of copyright advisable? 


Yes. Upon registration a certificate is 
issued providing evidence that the per- 
son registered is the copyright owner. 
This certificate can be used in court to 
establish ownership. 


What is necessary to register my 
copyright? 


If you wish to register it, you should file 
an application conforming with either 
form 9 or 10, samples of which you will 
find in the centre of this booklet. The 
registration process normally takes 

6 to 8 weeks. 


How much does it cost to register my 
copyright? 


$25.00 — This fee covers examination 
of the application. Registration is effected 
when the application is accepted, whether 
at the time of filing or after amendment. 
A certificate is then issued at no extra 
cost. The fee must be sent with the 
application. Cheques should be made 
payable to the Receiver General of 
Canada. (Fees are subject to change 
without notice.) PLEASE NOTE. Fees 
are not refunded if the application is 
withdrawn or refused.

No, the single registration fee is all that 
is required.

Is the copyright of a foreign author 
valid in Canada? 


Yes, as long as the author was, at the 
time the work was created, resident in 
or a subject of a country belonging to 
the Berne Copyright Convention or the 
Universal Copyright Convention, and,

country or in a country with which 
Canada has an agreement.

Copyright will form part of your estate 
to be passed on to your heirs.

Can copyright be registered if an 
application has not been filed before 
an author’s death? 


Yes, an author’s work 1s part of his 
estate and it can be registered by his 
heirs or legal representatives. 


If I create a work while hired by or in 
the employ of some other person, to 
whom does the copyright belong? 


If you were hired or employed by the 


other person to create the work for him, 


then in the absence of any agreement 
to the contrary, he is automatically the 
owner of the copyright.

What is the significance of anom de 
plume and can I indicate it in an 
application? 


A nom de plume is a pen name, the 
name assumed by a writer, cartoonist, 
etc., who does not choose to use his 

own name on his published work. While 
a nom de plume may be shown in the 
application, the full legal name and 
address of the author are required for 
purposes of determining the duration 
of copyright.

What is “fair dealing?” 


It is the quotation from, or reproduction 
of minor excerpts of, a work in which 
copyright exists for bona fide purposes 
of private study, research criticism, review 
or newspaper summary. The line between 
fair dealing and infringement is difficult 
to define. There are no guidelines as to 
the number of words or passages that 
can be used without permission from 
the author. Only the courts can rule 
whether fair dealing or infringement 

is involved. 


Can I search the copyright records to 
determine whether the copyright in a 
work has been registered or assigned? 


Yes, the records of the Copyright Office 
are open to the public, free of charge. 
Assistance is provided for those who are 
not familiar with the various documents 
that must be searched. The Copyright 
Office is located in Place du Portage, 
Tower I, 50 Victoria Street, Hull, 
Québec. 


Can libraries make copies of books for 
student use? 


No one is allowed to use a work in 
which copyright exists without first 
obtaining permission from the copy- 
right owner. 


Do Ihave to pay royalties for a private 
performance of a work, such as a record, 
in my home?

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Instructions for Completing Form 9 and Form 10 
(Please type or print clearly) 


OWNERSHIP — Insert the full legal name and full postal address of the copyright owner(s) of 
this work. The copyright owner is either the author of the work or anyone that has obtained the 
ownership of the copyright. The ownership in the copyright may be claimed in the name of an 
individual or individuals, a partnership, an association, a corporation, a company, etc. 


NATURE OF THE WORK — In this space insert the identity of the nature of the work. The Act 
provides for only four categorical words, 1.e., literary, dramatic, musical and artistic. Here isa 
general guideline for the proper selection of the category in which your work falls. 


Literary. Except for ‘dramatic works,’ this category includes all types of works written in words, 
and includes textbooks, fiction or non-fiction works, poetry, lyrics for musical works, directories, 
catalogues, newspapers and magazines, theses and reports. 


Artistic. This category includes original illustrations and sculpture. Common examples are 
paintings, drawings, photographs, photographic slides, architectural works, works of sculpture 
and other works traditionally belonging to the fine arts. 


Literary and artistic. This identification applies to works which contain both original text and 
original illustrations. 


Musical. This term identifies original written compositions consisting of music alone or words and 
music combined. The term ‘musical work’ does not include song lyrics without music. A book of 
songs must be identified as ‘literary and musical.’ In the case of a phonographic record or tape, 
please contact the Copyright Office for further information. 


Dramatic. These are works which are fixed in writing, on film or on tape, for the purpose of being 
performed before an audience, such as pantomimes and choreographic works, non-documentary 
cinematographic productions, screenplays, film scripts, etc. 


Dramatico-Musical. This category contains operas, musical dramas or comedies, musical plays 
and other productions in which music and drama are integrated. 


Note. The applicant may make an additional specific reference to the type of character of 
the work, within brackets and following the identification of the nature of the work. 
Examples: Literary (Novel); Artistic (Painting); Musical (Song). 


TITLE — Every application submitted for copyright registration must be given a title that is 
capable of identifying that particular work. Therefore, insert only the specific and actual title 
of the work. The title must always be that of the whole work. Titles of parts of the work and 
descriptive matter are not acceptable. 


AUTHORSHIP — The author is the individual who actually created the work. Consequently, 
only the name or names of the people who created the work must be inserted as authors. If the 
work was prepared by a group or a team under the direction of an editor-in-chief, such editor 
may be indicated as the author. If the work was created by a number of co-authors, all their 
names and postal addresses must be provided. The name of a company, association or any other 
group name will nor be accepted as being the author of the work. 


SIGNATURE — Rule 33 states that the application shall be signed by: the applicant in the case 
of an individual; an individual in the case of co-ownership; a partner in the case of a firm; or an 
officer in the case of a corporation. Also note that in the case of a corporation, the capacity of the 
signing officer must be given (e.g., Director, Secretary, etc.). In the case where the application is 
signed by an agent, the statement ‘Agent for the Applicant’ must be added.

What is copyright? 


Copyright — the right to copy — means 
that an author is the only person who 
may copy his “‘work’’ — or permit some- 
one else to do so.

Yes. Registration gives a certificate which 
is evidence that copyright exists in the 
work and that the person registered is the 
owner of the copyright in the work. This 
certificate can be used in court to estab- 
lish who is the owner. 


What is necessary to register my copy- 
right? 


If you wish to register you must file an 
application conforming with either form 
K or Ia sample of which you will find in 
the centre of this booklet. 


How much does it cost to register my 
copyright? 


$25.00 — This must be sent with your 
application. If you send a cheque, it 
should be made out to the Receiver 
General of Canada. (Fees subject to 
change without notice.) 
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Who may sign an application? 


Under Rule 33 the persons authorized to 

sign an application are: 

a) the applicant or his agent in the case 
of an individual; 

b) a partner in the case of a firm; or, 

c) a director, secretary or other principal 
officer in the case of a corporation. 


When the Copyright Office receives an 
application do they check to see that no 
one else has used that title? 


No. The Copyright Act does not give a 
monopoly to the title of a work. Many 
works may appear with the same title but 
if each work has been created indepen- 
dently, each will have its own copyright 
protection. 


Is it necessary to send copies of my work 
with the application form? 


No. Exhibits of works should not be sent 
to the Copyright Office. However, Sec- 
tion 11 of the National Library Act 
requires that 2 copies of every book 
published in Canada and | copy ofa 
sound recording manufactured in Canada 
that has some Canadian content be sent 
to the National Library within | week of 
publication. Further information in this 
respect may be obtained by writing to the 
National Library of Canada, 395 Well- 
ington Street, Ottawa, Ontario, Canada 
K1A ON4. 
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If I don’t send a copy of my work with the 
application, how can I be protected? 


You are protected as soon as you create 
or write your work. An application merely 
adds to this protection by giving you a 
certificate that can be used as proof of 
ownership of the rights that are protected 
in a court of law. Therefore, a copy of 
your work would not affect the protec- 
tion you already have. 


Once I have registered, are there any fur- 
ther fees to keep the copyright in force? 


No, the single registration fee is all that 
is required. 


Q. How long does copyright last? 


Generally speaking, copyright in Canada 
exists for the life of the author and fifty 
years following his death. There are 
important exceptions, however, and 
these are as follows: 


Author Unknown — Copyright exists for 
fifty years from the date of first publica- 
tion of the work. 


Crown Copyright — Copyright in a work 
published by or under the direction of 
Her Majesty the Queen or any govern- 
ment department exists for fifty years 
from the date of first publication of the 
work. 


Mechanical Contrivances — (i.e. records, 
tapes and other contrivances by means of 
which sounds may be mechanically repro- 
duced) — The term of copyright is for 
fifty years from the date of making of the 
original plate from which the contrivance 
was directly or indirectely derived. 
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Photographs — Copyright exists for fifty 
years from the date of making of the 

original negative from which the photo- 
graph was directly or indirectly derived. 


Posthumous Works — In the case of a 
work that has not been published at the 
time that the author dies, copyright shall 
exist for fifty years, from the date of 
publication, delivery or performance of 
the work. 


Work of Joint Authorship — Copyright 
exists during the life of the author who 
dies last and fifty years following his 
death. 


Is the Copyright Office authorized to cor- 
rect, rectify or to cancel an entry from the 
Copyright Register? 


No. Only the Federal Court of Canada 
or a judge thereof has the authority to 
order the rectification or cancellation of 
any entry made in the Copyright Regis- 
ter. The procedure to be followed is out- 
lined in the Federal Court Rules. 


Do Ihave to mark my works indicating my 
copyright? 


Not under the provisions of the Cana- 
dian Copyright Act. However, if you 
wish to retain copyright protection under 
the provisions of the Universal Copy- 
right Convention in countries that require 
registration, e.g. in the United States, it is 
necessary, from the time of first publi- 
cation, that all copies of the work be 
marked with a small c in a circle, the 
name of the copyright owner and the 
year of first publication, e.g. © CamKell 
Bia 1975;

What is the definition of a published work? 
A work is published when copies of it 
have been issued to the public.

What is plagiarism?

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What is ‘‘Fair Dealing?” 


It means the quotation from, or repro- 
duction of minor excerpts of a work in 
which copyright exists for bona fide pur- 
poses of private study, research criticism, 
review or newspaper summary. The line 
between ‘‘fair dealing” and “‘infringe- 
ment”’ is difficult to define. There are no 
guidelines as to the number of works or 
passages that can be used without per- 
mission from the author. Only the courts 
can rule whether “‘fair dealing” or ‘‘in- 
fringement” is involved in any case. 


Can I search the copyright records to 
determine whether the copyright in a work 
has been registered or assigned? 


Yes, the records of the Copyright Office 
are open to the public, free of charge.

The Copyright 
Office is located in Phase I, Place du Por- 
tage, Hull, Québec. 


What about photographs? Are they pro- 
tectable by copyright?

Do Ihave to pay royalties for a private 
performance of some works (e.g. a record) 
say in my home? 


No. A private performance for family 
members in their own home would not 
constitute infringement.

Copyright 


What is copyright? 


Copyright — the right to copy — means that an author is the only person 
who may copy his ‘’work’’ — or permit someone else to do so. Copying 
includes publishing, producing, reproducing and performing. 


To what does copyright apply? 


Copyright applies to all original literary, dramatic, musical and artistic works 
including, among others, books, writings, musical works, sculpture, paintings, 
photographs, motion picture films, dictionaries and encyclopedias. Copyright 
also applies to mechanical contrivances such as records, cassettes and tapes. 


Who owns the copyright? 


The author owns the copyright in his work unless he was hired or employed 
by some other person to create the work, in which case the employer is 
the owner. 


How do ! obtain copyright? 


Copyright in Canada is automatically acquired upon creation of an original 
work providing the author was at the time the work was made — 


(a) a Canadian citizen and/or a British subject, or 

(b) resident within her Majesty’s dominions, or 

(c) a citizen or subject of a country belonging to the Berne Copyright 
Convention, or 

(d) a citizen or subject of a country belonging to the Universal Copyright 
Convention or which grants by treaty, convention, agreement or law 
to citizens of Canada the benefits of its copyright statute on substantially 
the same basis as to its own citizens. 


Does that mean | don’t have to do anything to be protected? 


Nothing needs to be done to get basic protection. In addition however, there 
is a voluntary registration system that you may wish to apply for.

What is necessary to register my copyright? 


If you wish to register you must file an application conforming with either 
form K or | a sample of which you will find in the center of this booklet. 


How much does it cost to register my copyright? 


$10.00 — This must be sent with your application. If you send a cheque, 
it should be made out to the Receiver General of Canada. 


Who may sign an application? 


Under Rule 33 the persons authorized to sign an application are: 

a) the applicant or his agent in the case of an individual; 

b) a partner in the case of a firm; or, 

c) a director, secretary or other principal officer in the case of a corporation. 


When the Copyright Office receives an application do they check to see 
that no one else has used that title? 


No. The Copyright Act does not give a monopoly to the title of a work. Many 
works may appear with the same title but if each work has been created 
independently, each will have its own copyright protection.

If | don’t send a copy of my work with the application, how can! be protected? 


You are protected as soon as you create or write your work. An application 
merely adds to this protection by giving you a certificate that can be used 
as proof of ownership of the rights that are protected in a court of law. 
Therefore, a copy of your work would not affect the protection you already 
have. 


Once | have registered, are there any further fees to keep the copyright 
in force? 


No, the single registration fee is all that is required. 


How long does copyright last? 


Generally speaking, copyright in Canada exists for the life of the author 
and fifty years following his death. There are important exceptions, however, 
and these are as follows: 
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Author Unknown — Copyright exists for fifty years from the date of first 
publication of the work. 


Crown Copyright — Copyright in a work published by or under the direction 
of Her Majesty the Queen or any government department exists for fifty years 
from the date of first publication of the work. 


Mechanical Contrivances — (i.e. records, tapes and other contrivances by 
means of which sounds may be mechanically reproduced) — The term of 
copyright is for fifty years from the date of making of the original plate from 
which the contrivance was directly or indirectly derived. 


Photographs — Copyright exists for fifty years from the date of making 
of the original negative from which the photograph was directly or indirectly 
derived. 


Posthumous Works — In the case of a work that has not been published at 
the time that the author dies, copyright shall exist for fifty years, from the 
date of publication, delivery or performance of the work. 


Work of Joint Authorship — Copyright exists during the life of the author 
who dies last and fifty years following his death. 


Ils the Copyright Office authorized to correct, rectify or to cancel an entry 
from the Copyright Register? 


No. Only the Federal Court of Canada or a judge thereof has the authority to 
order the rectification or cancellation of any entry made in the Copyright 
Register. The procedure to be followed is outlined in the Federal Court Rules. 


Do | have to mark my works indicating my copyright? 


Not under the provisions of the Canadian Copyright Act. However, if you 
wish to retain copyright protection under the provisions of the Universal 
Copyright Convention in countries that require registration e.g. in the United 
States, it is necessary, from the time of first publication, that all copies of 
the work be marked with a small c in a circle, the name of the copyright 
owner and the year of first publication, e.g. © CamKell Ltd., 1975. 


Is the copyright of a Canadian author valid in foreign countries? 


Yes, on condition that the country in which protection is sought belongs to 
either the Berne Copyright Convention or the Universal Copyright Conven- 
tion. These conventions include most countries of the world. 


Is the copyright of a foreign author valid in Canada? 


Yes, as long as the author was, at the time the work was created, resident

What is a copyright?

What is the difference between copyright 
and industrial design? 


All literary, dramatic, musical and 
artistic works are subject matter of 
copyright protection, regardless of the 
quantity in which they are reproduced. 
However, artistic works that are used as 
models to be applied to articles of 
manufacture and are intended to be 
reproduced in numbers greater than 50 
— for example, dolls, statuettes, toys 
and pendants — are protected only by 
the Industrial Design Act.
